The statute merely requires that applicant shall state what country 
he or she is a citizen. The assignment referred to in paragraph 3, constitutes the statement 
required under 35 U.S.C. § 1 15. 

5. Because the language of MPEP § 605.01 (Rev. 7, 2008) instructs examiners to seek a 
new oath or declaration when the applicant has failed to state his or her citizenship, the 
undersigned attorney sent a letter to Mr. Morgan requesting that he execute a substitute 
declaration.
